Taxes from tourist 
oriented sales up 14 % 


The City of Pacific Grove’s sales tax 
tracking service, Municipal Resource 
Consultants, has prepared its Sales Tax 
Report for the second quarter of 1996 
(ending 5/13/96). 

Quarter net receipts were 14% higher 
than the same quarter in 1995. The 
amount received for this year now ex- 
ceeds the budget estimate. 

According to City Administrative Ser- 
vice Director Peter Woodruff, the major 
increases in tax collections were from the 


|) tourist-oriented portions the city’s 


economy. Leading gainers were apparel 
stores and restaurants. 

Local collections from February 
through May were $315,886. Adding in 
pool allocations and netting out deduc- 
tions results in net receipts to the City 
of $348,837. 

The performance analysis for the first 
quarter, which subtracts payments for 
previous periods and estimates late pay- 
ments, shows a projected total of 
$305,425. 

Transient Occupancy Tax (TOT) for 
the quarter exceeded quarterly collec- 
tions for all previous years for the sec- 
ond quarter in a row. 

The 21.52% gain over the 1995 period 
(ending 6/30/96) brings to total receipts 
well above the City’s budget estimates. 

Woodruff said that TOT collections 
demonstrate even more graphically than 
the sales tax numbers that the quarter was 
a very strong tourist quarter. ; 

Second quarter TOT receipts were 
$628,126, compared with $516, 982 for 
the second quarter of 1995 and $506,791 
for the first quarter of 1996.

South County’s senior housing is lo- 
cated in Morgan Hill and Santa Cruz, 
San Benito and Monterey Counties, in- 
cluding a unit in Marina. 

Both firms cited after-construction 
commitment to management and main- 
tenance. Each expressed a willingness 
to start feasibility studies immediately. 

Dennis Lalor, director of development 
of South County, said his firm is fully 
aware of “that little water problem” and 
that not everyone in the community may 
be supportive of senior housing. “We 
have to find out why and then address 
their concerns,” Lalor said. 

At a Nov. 19 site review meeting, the 
SHC studied Lighthouse, Robert Down 
and Middle School (athletic field) sites. 
The school district has expressed a de- 
sire to lease rather than sell the proper- 
ties. Figures cited range between $80,000

While the winners may bask in the 
glory of their victory, the other half 
of the equation is privileged to put up 
with a part-time matrimonial partner 
while sharing only vicariously in that 
glory. 

As things are done in small town 
politics nowadays, there cannot be 
enough hours in the day for an elected 
official to enjoy much ofa private life. 
The reading alone must preclude 
watching the Wheel of Fortune more 
than once a month. 

IT WAS not ever thus. There was a 
time when City Councils appointed 
folks to a committee or a commission, 
handed them a problem and then for- 
got about it, unless a sizable segment 
of the public screamed like a mashed 
cat. 

In these enlightened times, Coun- 
cil seems to see a need to micro man- 
age everything from tree trimming to 
installation of a stop sign. In the pro- 
cess, they waste hours of their own 
personal lives and alienate those they 

_appointed to deal with,the problem. 


_ In our opinion, unless faced with 


an obvious and monumental error on 
the part of, Say, the Traffic C orm rss 
sion, Council would do well to imple- 


ment their decisions whenever pos- 
sible. Overturning lower agencies on 
the basis of complaints from a few 
vocal individuals who are concerned” 
with their own and not the greater” 
good may save the occasional vote, 
but it is not good government. 

HEAVEN KNOWS the intrusion of 
the state and the Feds into local af- 
fairs has complicated the task of gov- 
erning a small town. We sympathize 
with our leaders when they are com- 
pelled to face those who jump up to 
protest alleged failure to cross some 
federal T or dot a bureaucratic i. 

We recognize that there are times 
when some individual appointees— 
we're thinking of the Museum 
Board—become so impressed with 
their own Importance or ideologies 
that Council needs to take a hand. 

There is no avoiding the fact that 
Council must be aware of another 
election just down the road. Even so, 
trying to please all of the people all 
of the time is a fruitless and time-con- 
suming endeavor. 

IF THERE is a model for the man- 
ner in which Council should manage 
Subordinate committees, it must be 
the Senior Housing Committee. 
Council gave that group its head and 
has been rewarded by productive la- 
bors and a unanimity rarely found 
around City Hall.

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With the California American Water Company’s de- 
cision to move ahead with construction of a new Los 
Padres Dam, it would be helpful if municipalities like 
pacific Grove, would anticipate public discussion by 
studying the proposal and originate a position based 
on specifics rather than rhetoric. | 

Previously, when the Monterey Peninsula Water 
Management District tried to build the dam, Council 
was more than hesitant to endorse the project. That 
was understandable because Monterey County prop- 
erty owners were being asked to pay for its construc- 
tion. 

There are three essential reasons why a second dam 
on the Carmel River is needed. (1) Because it is the 
only watershed available as a reserve water source to 
the Monterey Peninsula, (2) Because of the existing 
dam’s limited size, the enormous winter water reserve 
flows out to Carmel Bay, leaving the river dry during 
summer and fall, and (3) For flood control. 

A second dam, mandated by the State, is designed 
to be a water conservation measure; to hold enough 
of the winter rains so that they can be released year 
long to sustain the fish and other life that used to oc- 
cur in the river all year long. The State Water Control 
Board has mandated construction of this dam for that 
reason. 

Those determined to oppose the dam as a means of 
growth control while untold millions of gallons spill 
unused into Carmel Bay every year are not honest con- 
servationists. 

Most governing boards on the Monterey Peninsula 
have adequate restrictive codes, committees and com- 
missions to check pressure of overbuilding. 

While Pacific Grove is in no imminent danger of 
being over built, there is a powerful need to secure water

Since City Manager Mike Huse urrived in Pact 
Grove three years ago the news had c low 
Cal-Trans (the State’s highway department) thi 
requiring utility companies to put theit wires U , 
ground on Highway 68 between Piedmont and sunsel 
Avenues, essentially all the commercial zoned parcels 
on Forest Hill. . 

Huse saw an opportunity for the City and the com- 
mercial property owners there to make some comple- 
mentary improvements at the same time, perhaps, lai 
formation of a special improvement district that would 
fund such things as installation o1 curbs, gutters, plant- 
ing strips, trees and other landscaping, etc. that would 
make this area look “finished.” 

The south side of the street, which included the sub- 
division known as Del Monte Park was developed un- 
der county planning standards and was later annexed 
to Pacific Grove “as is” with engineering and architec- 
tural standards that were dissimilar to the municipality's. 

By any body’s standards, this area 1s dangerous to 
walk or drive around in. And while most businesses 
are pretty tidy, the lack of curbs, gutters, sidewalks and 
other basic traffic essentials gives the area, along with 
poles and wires to come down, give the area a clutteraah 
look that deserves change. 

The under-grounding of utilities should have been 
done this year, but has been postponed for some rea- 
son.
